PEEFACE 


Tne story of "Hans and Martha" has taken me about four years 
to research, and of course, it is not complete. There are dates and 
names missing as veil S3 -here the person was born. A few of the 
families did not send in all the infomaticr. and the actual count of 
Hartinaon‘3 i3 not correct, but there are approximately 622 of us! 

I have enjoyed researching and writing this history, wrote 
nearly 150 letters and visited sany of you- In June. 1982. Mother and 
I attended the wedding Df Haney Nelson Ohmsn, daughter of Beverly Oyen 
Kelson. While in St. Paul, we met the families of Jack Oycn and 
Marian Oyen Snowbarg. and visited with Aunt Tillie and Ksrlyn Isaacson 
;^ er * in E erg US Falla we were guests of Anna K. Ccokraan, 

Ellie H. Rix and Juaith K. Christenson. Ve Spent two days in Rothaay 
and had a grand tour" of the are* with Clarice M. Grina, Kathryn M. 
Flatin Peterson and Bather Martinson. We visited the homestead of Hans 
and Martha the farms of Martin, Jens. Thorwald. Gilbert and Hilmer. ’ 
the Heoar Lutheran Church and cemetery. Then on to visit more 
relatives: Clara Anderson, Harry. Lester and James Martinson end 
spent an afternoon in Abercrombie with Anna Loff Overby. 

There are error© and omissions in this history. I ask you to 
correct them, add to the Stones and send them to me. But moot of all 
write them down for your children. In Cary Wigdahl’s book about 
Kothsay Tvlxt Kill and Prairie", he says "eyesights dim and memories 
fail, but the written records endure".

Also look for Andrew (brother of Hans) Martinson, and his wife 
Karen. Where did they live in Rothswy’ More inform*tlon is needed on 
the other two brothers of Kaos, Guldbrand ar.d Tobias. 

Maybe "several someones" would like to take a field trip to 
the Wilkins Co. Historical Society in Breckenridge. In the near 
future, they will have on microfilm the newspapers "Hothsay Record" and 
Rothsay Enterprise". Begin with I860 eon I'm sure you’ll find many 
references to the Martinson family. Sylvia KarUgaard of the Society 
will help you. she ia a "cousin" of Junith Christenson. 

Then a note to uy 3t. Paul relatives. I have found the 
Minnesota State Historical Society, 1*00 Mississippi St., St. Paul, to 
be one of the best. Everything ia on microfilm for you- Check the 
1885. 1890, 1895 Minnesota Census for Wilkins County, Atherton and 
Tanberg Towoship. Look for Hans and Martha and children, Hans pnrents, 
Martin and Thoran Hanson, the brothers and the missing children. 

After reviewing several numbering or index systems, I decided 
to use a very simple form for this story- 1 wanted the head of the 
family, children and grandchildren to run on consecutive pages for 
easier reading- If you ore doing genealogy research, I’m sure you will 
have your own numbering system and can easily transfer this 
information.

"HAMS AND MARTHA" 


This is the story of ay great-grandparents of the Kudeland 
ares Of Norway and Batnsay, Minnesota; Hans Martinson and his family 
of Jevnaker and Martha Jenson and her family of Brandfcu. Toe Martinson's 
and Jenson*3 were Just One small part of the groat migration of Norwegians 
to America. 


The first emigration or Norwegians left Stavanger in 1625 to 
New York, founding & small colony known as the Kendall Settlement. 
Conditions were harsh daring the first years end the colony did not 
thrive. A decade passed before the next group left Stavanger in 1656. 

As settlers learned of the Midwest piaiea, they moved to Pox 
River. Illinois. This was the beginning; word spread to other parts of 
Norway and emigration became an annual event, fannies usually leaving 
in April and Any. Over 1,000 people left La 1S40; 6,000 in 10*1 and 
reaching the highest number in 1882 when 29.000 people left Norway. lc 
is estimated that over 000.000 people left Norway in tne hundred year 
pw.-iod of 1325-1925. 

In the distinct class system of Norwuy, there werw landholders 
(bonders) ; nett came cotters (husnan) who received a few acres of land 
and a amslL home in return far services to the land owner. Apart from 
these two groups there were renters, laborers and servants whose 
prospects for better live* were minimal, except through immigration. 

During the early 1800’a, the Scandinavian countries saw a 
population growth, and increase ;n agricultural production and improved 
heaLth care, but not a growth of jobs and economic opportunity. The 
marriage rate increased due to land reforms, mainly the rigne to divide 
i homestead among several heir*. The ferns were divided and 
sub-divided with everyone struggling to make a living on hie small 
piece Of land. Masses of hired Ben and women and their Children had no 
place to work or live. Crop failures uxvd falling prices in the 1860*s 
and 1080's contributed to the unrest. Immigration became an eacape. 

In the 1840'a in America, the Norwegian settlements shifted from North 
Illinois, in 1850-1870’a to Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota. Lat*r they 
moved to the Pacific Northwest where forest* and rivera enabled them to 
assume familiar lifestyles: farmer, fishermen, lumberjack and mill 
workers. Tne first Washington settlement was in Stanwood. north of 
Seattle io 1875- 

long into the night "America was discussed in the servant and 
tenant homes all over Norway". Tne decision to leave would be made. 

Sometimes the eldest son, or it there wa» enough money, two brothers 
would go. Then in America they would work, 3ave money for the next 
brother or sister to come. Pirst n« had to go to the pastor of his 
church pariah to obtain his "Plytingbr«vis“, this was an official exit 
permit, an important document since technically no Norwegian could 
leave hi3 hone pariah without the permit. It would give hia full Same, 
parents name, his status, occupation and wnere he would be aovi&g. some 
times it would Just 3ay ”*Til Norre Aaerica’’- In doing research, you 
are extremely lucky if you Can find your relatives "Plylingbrevis”. 



Population and church records srs excellent in .511 three 
councries- It was the duty of each pastor to keep an accurate record 
of all in hia parish. Marriage, births, baptisms, deaths were all 
recorded a3 veil ns where they lived, their occupation, health and. 
sometimes their debts. Upon arrival to o parish, they would present 
their "Flyiiagbrevia" to the pastor ano be registered- It is fairly 
simple, even now, to find a relative through the archives if you have 
his name, birth date end perish- 

£ach tenant, hired hand, can or woman had e small wooden 
cheat sometimes called a "Skriflett" in which he kept his belongings 
when he moved from farm to farm. These chests became known 33 the 
"American Chest" to be taken with thee filled with extra Clothing, a 
specie! picture or book, dried beans, lentils, cured meat, cheese and 
bread. The family did not travel first Class; often in dirty crowded 
boats, each family assigned one or two bonks with blankets strung up 
for privacy. In early times, before 1005. conditions were more crow¬ 
ded. Each family had an alloted time on deck to cook their meals and 
breathe a little fresh air. The majority of immigrants landed in Hew 
York at Ellis island. The family then traveled by train to their 
destination, usually an area where relatives, friends or people from 
vheir home areas were already established. Each nationality settled in 
its own ethnic community, retaining their language, customs and build¬ 
ing their own church- 

There were many name changes with the Scandinavian immigrant. 
Sametines he changed or added to hia name before immigration, but 
usually it was done upon arrival in America. This name changing wuu 
due to the patronymic systom of naming of your children. This system 
was used in all of Scandinavia unttl about 1860-1960. A child had hia 
given namoi Kaos; end "sea" or "sea" was added to his fathers given 
name, Martin for the childa surname. Hans Martinson was Hana. the son 
of Martin, or Martin's aoa. A daughter would add "dotter” to her 
fathers given name. Martha was known as Martha Jcnsdotter. This name 
a woman kept alL her life, whether she married or not. which is a help 
when researching names. In America, tt>« “dotter" was dropped, and 
women uaed the "aen" or "son" as did the men- There were also more or 
leas strict rules for naming your children. The first son wag named 
for the paternal grandfather. The second son was named for the mater¬ 
nal grandfather. The first daughter was named for the paternal grand¬ 
mother. The second daughter waa named for the maternal grandmother. 
When these names were used, great-grandparents names were used without 
strict rules or order. Also, If there was a deceased member of the 
family, a brother or sister, that name was used again. So we see in 
several generations, the aame names being used over and over, with 
brothers and sisters using the name of the paternal or maternal grand¬ 
parents as well. The first eou of Kane and Martha, Martin boro in 
1871, waa named far his paternal grandfather, Martin Hanson. The 
Second son Jena, born in 1974, wb 3 named for his maternal grandfather 
Jena Jcnsoo. 



Norwegians, usually in rural sreaa , had three naaes. Their 
given name, the patronymic and a farm name. The farm name did net 
necessarily identify a family relationship, it was an address. If a

It was a big day 
for Norwegians, it was for me too; my birthday. It was not until 190S 
tnat Norway was truly independent- Pour hundred years of Danish rule, 

VI years of Swedish rule - CO wonder “syttende Nai" is a big day. 




It wasn’t until 1925 that Oslo regaioed its name from the 
Danish "Christiania" (all Danish Kings were either Fredrick or Chris¬ 
tian and one of them ha<i earned O3lo Christiana). 

Although people left Norway for many rvasoos, they were 
primarily hoping to better themselves. Through letters from America of 
families that had gone before, the word spread—free land. The 
Homestead Act of 1862 gave to any settler, U.S. citizen, or alien, who 
declared his intentions to become a citlsen. 160 acres. He was re¬ 
quired to^live on and cultivate the lama for 5 years — 'to prove up 
the claim". He may also obtain the land by purchasing it far SI.25 an 
acre; with no requirement of residence or cultivation. To land-hungry 
Norwegians, America must truly be the "Land of Opportunity". Imagine 
free Land, and all he had to do was work. This he had been doing all 
his life for someone else. It was to this land - America - that Huns 
Martinson immigrated in 1860, the first child of Martin and Thcran 
Hanson to Clayton County, Iowa, leaving pis parents, brothers and 
Slaters to come at a Later tine. 

I am sure Kans was one of the restless ones; anxious to 
immigrate, to gam freedom, land and wealth. Hans Martinson's family 
came from Jevnaker, Norway, which la Northwest of Oslo in Oppland 
County. At that time, I had traced his family baclc to:

And Taran 
came aLso from that kind of situation. As die a great loony of our 
ancestors; this is why so *aoy csee to America. 

So, Marcia Kan son was born on the Roen farm, lihen he married 
in 1045. he was living on the Sogn far*. He married a girl who came 
from the Hammersbo farm In the parish of Aal- 

To help resolve the confusion, I am enclosing xeroxed pages 
from a set called "norsxv GarowbrukTwo of tnw pages describe the 
Roen farm, lw the Sogn farm, each with some parts, in Jevnaker.

There is uo record of Xartha’s twin aigter Kari immigrating. She may 
have died- I have heard the story several times that Martha was a twin 
anc now we have proof. The family settled in Claytoo County, Harion 
Township where Martha met Haas Xartinsoo. 


I have used the films from the American Lutheran Church 
Archives in Dubuque, Iowa of the Harion Lutheran Church. The Secretary 
of the E. Clermont Church has checked their records and we cannot find 
the record of Hans and Martha's weddding, Martin and Jens' birth or the 
death or burial of Jena and Guanhlld Jenaen. I have yet to check the 
film of the Norway Lutheran Church at St. Olaf, Iowa. Maybe? 

In the 1070 Federal census for HarioD Township, Clayton 
County, Iowa the family is listed a3 jiason, Jim age 6e, Gunnhild age 
55. Jin age 20, Martha age 10. In the 1680 census, they had gone back 
to Jenson spelling of their name. Jens had died, Gunnhild is 65 years 
Old, Jens is 30 years old and also Hated is a child Ole Kelson, age 5 .

Most of the other nanes you see on the nap are 
important farms. 


/ou mention Ringerlke. Ktfnefoss is in Ringerike, just to the southwest 
of Jevnaker. Probably a hotter Known area, perhaps contributing to the 
rnxup in nam?e. What Mr. Naess has done for ycu is to note exactly where 
the church book recorded the baptism *r*3 the family living. Now since ycur 
family is noted as "eie," this n»ans that they were cotters without iruch in 
the way of property rights. Thus it was nonrol for them to move around, in 
s Kind of laborer relationship. Id other words, sane of the children **re 
bom on the Syrian farm i n Moen; som on the Gjefsen farm in Moon; am of 
the Dvergsten farm in Brandbu; soro of the Lunder farm in Cran. And as you 
Icok at the parents names, yen see a similar spread of farm name.

the Jen30Q family came from Hadelaad. Jeaseliue’s father and Martha 
were brother and sister. 


This September. Mother, Richard and 3 drove to Yakima, U* for 
the day. Jessaline met U9 at the door with "I’ve beet? waiting for 
you". She i3 97 years old, still lives in her own home with her 
daughter Billie. Jeaselinc is a tall, straight, raw-boned Norwegian, 
alert, sharp, clear nind who has many fanily stories to tell. She uses 
a cane, "a little stiff in the morning".

Jens and Marie Jenson moved to Panhandle, Texas 
where they were wheat femora. Jens died 2 Dec. 19 22 on the tram near 
Kansas aty, MO. Hu w-a co=nng (woe fron Fergus Pall*. HJt where he had 
been visiting me sister Martha. Kane died 31 Dec. 1922. Both are 
buriud in Oslo Lutheran Cemetery, Panhandle. Texas. 

In 1910. Jeaaeline came to Rothsay to visit and work for Gil¬ 
bert and Merit PUtin- She net all her cousins and still has pictures 
of them in her photo Book. Jens and Mathilda's wedding picture. Tilllc 
and Thea in their nurses uniform, Thorwald, and even a picture of 
Pastor Ole Valdeland who married Hans aod Martha. In 1912 , Jesseline 
moved to Yakima, Washington to help her aister Gina with their four 
children. In 1913 , Jesseline married Isaac Spurlv. 

Martha end Hans were married 13 Jan 107^. probobly at the 2 . 
Clermont Lutheran Church by tn* Fev. Cie Valdeland. From the records, 
wo know Pustor Valdeland served the Korvay. Clermont, and Marion 
Churches. This information I obtained from Pastor Donald Berg of 
Decarah, Iowa, who is researching the records of the Lutheran Churches 
of the area. The marriage record is found tn the County Courthouse of 
Elkader. Iowa, Vol. 0. Jaa 14 1669 - Dec. 27. 1693. page 6 . Lino 9. 
Martha was listed as Marta* Jameson. 1 ..s sure the family tried to 
Americanite the name, but at a later time went back to Jenaen or 
Jenson. 


I have no proof of my grandfathers birth, but believe he was 
born in Clayton County, Marion T*p., Iowa on 29 Wov. 1071. At some 
time there must have been a Martinson Family Bible with all the 
recorded births and deaths or the Family, but it is apparently lost to 
us now. Vhen Hans died in 1913, Martha gave a brawn leather, with a 
metal edge and clasp, horwegian Bible to each of her children- I have 
my Grandpa Martin's Bible, but only his name is written in the flyleaf. 
There are no Iowa County or State birth records kept prior to 1680 lo 
either Clayton or Payette Counties. 



It was aot unusual to find families moving Wc* ot three ti.ac3 
before actually homesteading. As the Breas in Dsne County, Wisconsin, 
PiLmore County, Minnesota and Clayton County, Iowa became crowded and 
aattied families would decide to move to 1«33 populated area. Wilkin 
County in Meat Central Minnesota was available. 

It was settled around 185b in the 3r*oxenridge area and He- 
Cauleyville in 1358- In 1B68 Wilkin County was organised, named for 
Col. Alexander Wilking. The railroad arrived in Rothsay in 1879 and 
the village was namea by a railroad official for hia home in Scotland- 
Tne Norwegian aettlers wanted to name the village Tenberg after Chris¬ 
tian Tanberg who platted the town, but the name chosen by the railroad 
a toyed. 


Almost all of Wilkins County lias within the bed of the 
glacial lake called Lake Agassiz, which was Over 700 miles long, 
flowing into Canada. When people who lived in the area talked about 
the land to the West of Rothaay, they would say. “ay uncle lives West • 
of here on tne flats - . Glacier sediment was built up into layers 
producing rich soil, later covered with waist high greases. This was 
the farm land CO be haa by applying for a Homestead,flat with no trees, 
ready for the plow. To the Hast of Rothaay are wooded rolling hilla 
that produced the timber for building and fuel for the Stoves. 


Sometime later, before 1883, the Xartinsoo family moved to 
Tanberg Twp. where Hans received hia Homestead potent, in Alexandria 
HN, Oct. 1888, for the “fourth Bast quarter of Section 22 in Twp. 1 J5 
Of range 45“• Ulyosea S. Crant was president of tne United State*. 
Probably all other children were bom in Taoberg, Twp.

I do not know wner. the bncx house w« 3 built in Tanberg, Twp. 
It was a grand home. Mother and I visited it in June. 1982 with 
Clarice Martinson Grin* and Kathryo Martioaon Platin Peterson, end 
Bather Martinson. What a fun day we had. The home ia atill in good 
condition, now owned by Horris Seas. Mother remembers visiting the 
home ag a child and of the front parlor that was only used for company. 
The carpet was cream colored with red roses. The furniture was a 
heavy dark mahogany vitb red velvet covering. Probably Eastlake 
furniture that was very popular at the turn of the century. 



The aecorul child of liartin and Thoran Hanson was Andrea 
Martinson, b. 9 June 1940. «i>0 immigrated in 1070, probably directly to 
his brother Hscl 3 in Rotheay- I do not know much about Andrew. The 
1900 PederaL cea3U3 li3ta hi3 occupation aa a teamster, wife Karen, no 
children. Hying in the village of Rothsay. Living with them is 
Karen's mother. Katie 0- ago 76 from Aorway and a "hired girl" Gina 
Johnson b. Har. 1974. 

In Gary Vigdahl’s book, Mil Hill and Prairie", Andrew is 
Listed on th* personal tax for Rothaay between pages 60-81. He is 
mentioned also in the 1395 newspaper the "Rothsay Record". It aay3 
"O.J. Schefstad (my Batwrnal great great grandfather) and A. Martinson 
are digging a well for John SOhefstad. They soon will be in some 
Chinamans rice field if they don’t stop". 

The third and fourth children of Karlin and Thoran Hanson, 
Guldbrand and Tobias are not listed in the 1900 census of Wilkins 
County, and the archives In Norway has no date of lamigration listed. 1 
Perhaps they remained in Norway, but I think not. 

The fifth Child, Haceu Torine, b 10 or S3 Jan. 1857 im¬ 
migrated with her parents. H-rtio ar.d Thoran Hanson left Norway on 24 
K«y 188> coming directly to Rothsay. Karen married Ole Kristiansen 
Krogstad about 1889 in Erskine, HN. Karen died 17 Feb 1947 in Er- 
akiuo, MN. I have been corresponding with Karen and Dies third child, 
Olive Krogatsd ix>v* vho now lives in a retirement home in Nashville, 
Tennessee near her aon Russel Love and fatally. The last year or so it 
has been difficult for Olive to write end her daughter-in-law Barbara 
Love has been answering my question*. She too i* interested In 
genealogy and working on the HartlhSoO. Xrvgvlwd Love families-

There possibly is a sixth child of Martin acd Thorana; a 
daughter, Johanna, who could have oven born between Culdbrand b. 1850 
and Tobias, b. 1355 or between Tobias and Karen b. I0$y. She is not 
listed in the birth record from Norway. Little is known or her. from 
Anna Loff Overby. I learned ahe married Ernest VonDoo of Belgian. Anna 
tells this story, "I remember Mother (Goats) and Grandma (Martha) tell¬ 
ing of Grandma's Kan’s sister Anno coming from Hew York with her 
beautiful dresses. They were put in the froot p-rlor on the faro, each 
dress so stiff tney stood alone. Anns esao to visit while her husband, 
an importer, vua away on business- Later 1 think tney moved to 
Colorado, where she nad a ■iZlinery shop. My sister Mabel says they 
hod a Liquor store”. Anno also remembers Melvin Jenson who nad 
some thing to do with Oil veils in Oklanooa and they would visit with 
Har.s end Marths in Fergus. (Melvin was Martnu’w nephew.) 

When Martin and Thoran left Norway on 24 May 1385 for America 
to Pothaay, they brought with them their daugnter Karen Torine age 26 
end also their granddaughter Karen Mvtbca Tabiasdotter, b. 21 Mmar 1874 
(a«© Norway Archives sheei page ). Her father was Tobias and 

mother ingeborg Johansdotter Snger of Norway. Previously 1 mentioned 
the 1900 census or Andrew Martin, and the “hired girl Gina Johnson". 
Karen Method and Gina are the same person. She was either listed in¬ 
correctly, names reversed in the recent Norway archives report or at 
time of birth or since there ware two Karens, ahe may have taken her 
mothers name. Whatever- Ingi Johnson's daughter of Tobias made her 
home with Andrew and Karen Martinson in Kothsay. 

Thoran was a remarkable woman; a strong sturdy Norwegian who 
left her home in Norway, traveled half-way around the world to a new 
land at the age of 72. She was 12 years older than her husband Martin 
and 46 years old when 3he had her last child. They made their hone 
with Hana and Martha. 




Ht.n3 and /{artha had 13 children, 9 lived to adulthood, We 
know of one child, Hanna, h. 1 Jan 1886. d- 1904- Then there are two 
found in the i860 census, Tolvell b. 1876. Gustave b- 1879, and one 
more. Anna Cookman heard hia name mbs Ole. A child could nuve been 
born in I860 or 1881. Thera is also the story of the'two Martins" 

This story 1 heard from Anna Loff Overby, Mathilda Martin Isaacson, 
Olive Xrogstsd Love that the first Martin could be the mi33icg child. 

The marriage date for Hans and Martha (from her obituary) was 
Hated as 6 Jan. 1869. My grandfather llartih Vis b. 29 Hov. 1871. so 
there would have been time for a first Martin to be born and died- 
This haa been disproved by the 1870 Iwa census. Martha age 18 is 
still at home vita her parents and the finding of Hans and Martha's 
wedding date as 13 Jan 1671. Marion Tvp., Clayton Co., Iowa. So we 
still have one more Child to be found. 1 believe the"two Martins" were 
Martin Hanson and my grandfather Martin Martinson. 

Hana Martinson made 13 trips back to Norway; each time 
bringing more settlers to the area; a total of 27, often helping them 
finance the trip or a loan to get a start in the new land, lie was a 
mun or great wealth, a fanner, land investor, hod interests in other 
business ventures and atoclcmarket. traveling to many states. He was u 
Stern task-master, * man in control of himself, hi* business ana the 
family. Mirtha was « courageous pioneer woman who worked hard in the 
fields with her husband beside* raising the children. She had 16 
pregnancies, 13 living children, 9 of whoa lived to adulthood. Martha 
lived long before -women's lib“ wee even thought of. Han* trotted off 
to Norway 13 tinea and there is no record of her even going with him 
once! She stayed hone with all tne children and managed the farm. Off- 
dn! [n the record* of .11 hwr grand «na grvet grandchildren, there is 
not one named Martha in honor of her. 

After the death of Thoran Hanson in 1906, HaOa and Xarxha 
moved to Fergus Kalis to 719 Ukeside Drive V. with daughters Mathilda. 
Thua and Jo*i«. Thia was a large two-story Victorian home with 
"gingerbread" porches and a turret, surrounded by elm trees overlooking 
Lake Alice- The home 00 Lakeside Drive was destroyed in the cyclone of 
June, 1919* Martha and daughters Mathilda, Thea and JOsie had driven 
to Fargo for the day or they mignt have been seriously injured. The 
home ia pictured in the “Creat Pergi>3 Palls MH Cyclone" book by Lance 
e. Johnson oa page 49 . B3 unknown. I recognised the small oval window 
on the upstairs lending as the sane house in an old cyclone picture of 
iny mothers. It has been identified and the author notified. The home 
was rebuilt in 1920 and sold in 1925- Martha made her home with Josie 
and John Oyen in Fergus until her death on 30 Aug. 1936 . 

Funeral services were held at 1 p.m. at Bethlehem Lutheran 
Church with Bsv. Quello officiating. 3ervicc3 were held at 3 p-m* at 
Ha oar Lutheran Church in Rothsay- Martha is buried in Kamar Lutheran 
Cemetery. 


Han3 Martinson died of pneumonia on 17 Her 1915 in Fergus 
Falls, Kf<- Funeral services were held in Fergus and al30 from Hamar 
Lutheran Church with Rev. Langeland officiating. He is buried ia Hamar 
Cemetery. Sothsay, MS.

MRS, HAMS MARTINSON DIES AT AGE So 
50 August 1936 

Death has claimed another Rothsay pioneer, this tloe it being Mrs- 
Harthu Hartinaan, who passed away Sunday, August 50th at the home of 
her youngest daughter Mr 3 . John Oyea in Pergus Falls- Complications 
due to infirmities of old age, were responsible for her demise. 

Mrs- Martinson was born in Ringerike, Norway, Jan- 11 , 1051 . and came 
to America with her parents Mr. and Mrs. Jena Jetiseo, at the age of 15 
years. The family settled near Blgio. Iowa, and it was there that Shw 
met and married Hans Martinson. They came to Rothsay in the early 70'a 
and homesteaded two and a half miles northwest of this village. They 
made the trip here in a covered wagon and like many of the other early 
pioneers, Suffered many hardships and deprivations- They mede their 
home lu the wagon the first year here and the following year they lived 
in a sod nouse for a time and later built a log cabin, hauling the logs 
from the vicinity of Elizabeth. 

They worked hard and prospered and later built the only brick house in 
the vicinity of Ro:ho«y. In 1906. they retired from the farm and moved 
to Fergus Falla, where they purchased a fine home, which was partly 
destroyed by the cyclone in 1919 . 

Hr. Martinson died in 1915. »"d since that time Mr*. Ksrtinoor. had 
spent considerable time visiting at the homes of her children, making 
her nome during the post 11 years at the homo of Xrs. Oywn. 

Xrs. Martinson is survived by nine children: Martin of Underwood, Jens 
of Rothsay, Mrs. Gusts Lorf of Abercrombie, ». a**., Tborwald and 
Gilbert of Rothsay, Mrs- Hatt Isaacson of fergus Falls, Hiimer of 
Rothsay. Xrs- Alfred Nelson of awraesviUe. and Mrs. John Oyen of 
Fergus faLls. She is also survived by 4* grandchildren and 27 greut 
grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held in the BethLehOO Church in Fergus Falla, 
Wednesday afternoon at 1 o'clock. Rev. QuelLo officiating. At 3 
o'clock, services were held at Hanar Church in this village, with Rev.
